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REVISED RECOMMENDATIONS FOR PARLIAMENTARY CONSTITUENCY BOUNDARIES IN 
BEDFORDSHIRE 

The Commission are to publish revisions to their proposals for 
parliamentary constituency boundaries to take account of local views 
expressed at the recent public inquiry. 

The Boundary Commission are to publish revised recommendations for the 
parliamentary constituencies in Bedfordshire on 13 May 1993. The 
Commission published their provisional proposals on 21 May 1992. 
Objections to these proposals led to a public inquiry which was held in 
Bedford on 1-3 December 1992. The Assistant Commissioner who conducted the 
inquiry recommended several alterations to the Commission’s proposals. 
Having considered his report and recommendations the Commission have 
decided to revise their first proposals. As with their provisional 
recommendations, the Commission are required to consider representations 
about their revised recommendations within one month of local publication. 
However the Commission are not obliged to hold an inquiry into 
representations about their revised recommendations . 

The Commission now propose to include the following in their report to the 
Home Secretary, but they will give careful consideration to any further 
representations made in response to their public notice. 



Revised Recommendations 

The Commission have decided to revise their provisional recommendations to 
create constituencies that have a greater adherence to local ties, as 
argued in the representations received by the Commission prior to the local 
inquiry and before the Assistant Commissioner at the local inquiry. 

Having regard to the evidence of past and present ties in the town of 
Bedford, north and south of the river, the Commission have accepted the 
Assistant Commissioner's recommendations that the whole of Bedford town 
should form one constituency together with the urban area of Kempston. 
The Commission wish to make clear that this decision was not based upon the 
claim often advanced that urban and rural areas should not be joined 
together in one constituency but that it was arrived at by considering the 
specific requirements of the Bedford and Kempston conurbation. 
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The above decision means that further alterations have to be made to the 
provisional recommendations for the north and central areas of the county. 
The Commission have therefore decided to propose two revised constituencies 
named North East Bedfordshire and Mid Bedfordshire, the full details of 
■which are set out below and on the attached outline map. 

The Commission have decided that no change is necessary to their 
provisionally recommended North Luton seat, but they have decided to amend 
their proposals for Luton South and South West Bedfordshire as follows: 

(a) the transfer of the Caddington ward of South Bedfordshire 
District from South West Bedfordshire to Luton South; 

(b) the transfer of the wards of Heath and Reach and Hockliffe of 
South Bedfordshire District from South West Bedfordshire to the 
revised Mid Bedfordshire seat. 



Composition of constituencies

and The District of South Bedfordshire wards: Caddington, Slip End, 

MID BEDFORDSHIRE COUNTY CONSTITUENCY (60,723) The District of Mid 
Bedfordshire wards: Ampthill, Aspley, Campton and Meppershall, Clifton and 
Henlow, Clophill , Cranfield, Flitton and Pulloxhill, Flitwick East, 
Flitwick West, Harlington, Haynes and Houghton Conquest, Marston, Maulden, 
Shefford, Shillington and Stondon, Westoning, Woburn, Wrest; The Borough 
of Bedford wards: Kempston Rural, Wilshamstead, Wootton; The District of 
South Bedfordshire wards: Barton-le-Clay , Streatley, Toddington;

SOUTH WEST BEDFORDSHIRE COUNTY CONSTITUENCY (69,727) The District of South 
Bedfordshire wards: Beaudesert, Brooklands, Dunstable Central, Eaton Bray, 
Heath and Reach, Hockliffe, Houghton Central, Houghton East, Houghton 
South, Icknield, Kensworth, Linslade, Northfields, Plantation, Priory, 
Southcott, Stanbridge, Studham, Totternhoe, Watling. 

(ii) The composition of the provisionally recommended constituency for 
which no further change is recommended would be (1991 electorates in 
brackets ) : 
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LUTON NORTH BOROUGH CONSTITUENCY (64,559) The Borough of Luton wards: 
Bramingham, Challney , Icknield, Leagrave , Lewsey, Limbury, Saints, Sundon 
Park. 

The Commission wish to stress that these revised recommendations relate 
solely to parliamentary constituencies and do not affect the structure or 
arrangements of local government (County, District, Town or Parish 
councils) or the services they provide.

The draft Order is 'Submitted to both Houses 
of Parliament for approval and, after it is made, the new constituencies 
take effect at the next general election.
